FRENCH TRENCHES. 
. Berlin, January 29.—-(Via .London,)— 
The capture of 1,000 yards of French 
positions south of the Somme by Ger- 
man troops was announced today by 
army headquarters. Prisoners to the 
“number of 927 and 13 machine guns 
were taken, : 

The 1,000 yards of positions taken 
were south of the village of ‘Frise, 
which also was captured by the Ger- 


mans. 
Northeast of Neuville the Germans 
stormed trenches along a front of 
about 1,700 yards, capturing 27 pris- 
oners and 9 machine guns. 
The text of the statement reads: 
“Western Front: To the northwest 
of the farm of Laerolie, northeast of 
Netville, German troops stormed 1,500 
yatds of the enemy’s trenches, taking 


prisoner 237 men, including one officer! 


capturing nine machine guns, 

“Several French attacks against. the 
position near Neuville, recently taken 
by-the Germans, broke dowh, but the 
enemy: succeeded in occupying the sec- 
ond mine crater.- 

. “In* the western section of Saint 
Lauret, near Arras, the Germans 
stormed and took from the French a 
group of houses. 

“South of the Somme the

‘South of Apremont, to the east of 
the Meuse, an enemy: .aeroplane was 
shot down by German artillery. The 
pilot was killed and the observer se- 
verely injured. 

“Only slight damage was done in the 
enemy air attack against Freiburg on 
the night of January 22. One soldier 
and two civilians were injured.

GERMANS FAIL, 
FRENCH REPORT? 


Paris, January 29.—(Via London.)— 
An attack by the Germans on the 
French front south of the Somme yes- 
terday along a width of several kilome- 
tres failed completely on the southern 
end of the line, succeeding only on the 
bank of the Somme against the village 
of Frise, it was announced today by 
the war office. 

French troops near Hill 140 in the Ar- 
tols district recaptured this. morning 
some of the trenches taken yesterday 
by the Germans, the war office an- 
nouncement further declares. 

In the valley of the Fecht, French 
nT artillery caused an outbreak of 
fire in a German munitions depot. Nu- 
merous explosions could be heard in the 
French lines. | )

“In the Artois district to the east of} 
Hill 140 a spirited counter attack on our 
pagt resulted in the recapture this 
egupted of * eda os me trenches 
0 ed yesterday e Germans. . 

“To e south of the River Sommé, 
after a violent bombardment, the. ene- 
my yeaterday attacked our positions

A ong the entire southern por- 
tion of this line the German attack re- 
sulted in complete failure. It was suc- 
cossful. only on the tanks of the river 
against the village of Frise, which was 
occupied by a detachment of French 
troops. The attack of the eneniy has 
been checked, and the first of cur 
counter attacks made it possible for us 
to recover possession of some of the 
trenches taken by the Germans.

“In the valley of the Fecht, to the 
east of Munster, the fire of our heavy 
artillery resulted in an outbreak of 
flames in a factory building now being 
used by the Germans as a munitions 
depot. Numerous explosions could be 
heard.” 

The i beg official communication 
was issued at the war office tonight: 

“In Aftois to the west of Hill 140 
we continued to reoccupy successively 
sections of trenches captured yesterday 
by the enemy. In the course of these 
actions we released about fifty French 
soldiers who had been taken prisoner 
by the Germans.

It is admitted that the re- 
cent successes of the Russian in the 
Caucasus operations are thus far not 
of great strategic importance, but are 
regarded as having a notable moral ef- 
fect upon the Turkish troops, which, 
military observers point out, readily 
stampede in an open campaign.

“On the western (Russian) front 
there is nothing to report except en- 
counters on the middle Stripa hetween 
the troops of General Ivanoff and the 
enemty, who attempted to counter at- 
tack our trenches, but were everywhere 
repulsed by our fire. 

“Caucasus front: In the district of 
Lake Tortum our troops are making 
progress. North of Dumlu Dagh, a 
chain of mountains ,in the region of 
Erzerum, we dislodged the Turks from 
a number of points. An attempt by 
the Turks ..to, AdVance toward tHe up- 
per Passine valley, eé¢ast of Ersérum, 
was stopped bythe fire of our artillery 
from a concealed position. . 

“In all these engagements we cap- 
tured detachments of Turkish regulars. 
We are continuing the pursuit of the 
Turkish troops who are in occupation 
of the region of Khnysskaly.

London, January 29.—All the first- 
class mails passing between the United 
States and foreign countries’ on vessels 
that enter British territorial waters, 
even though such vessels do not touch 
at a British port, are liable to search 
by the British censor, it was stated 
by the chief postal censor in an in- 
terview with an Associated Press rep- 
resentative today. The argument that 
ships passing through the English 
channel are forced into the British ter- 
ritorial waters by mine fields, is met 
by the etatement that such vessels 
pass through the channel by choice, 
since they can take the northern route 
if they wish. 

No First-Class Mails Molested. 

The censor. stated that thus far no 
first-class mails passing between the 
United States and Europe on vessels 
taking the northern route outside of 
the territorial waters of Great Britain 
have been molested. Im the case of 
the Swedish steamer Stockholm, which 
was forcibly detained, the first-class 
mails were sent on immediately with- 
out examination. Whenever’ a_ ship 
has been detained on the high seas 
for examination of her cargo or her 

arcels mail—the government main- 
aining that.parcels mail does not come 
under The ‘Hague convention’ relating 
to the inviolability of first-c malis

COL. HOUSE SEERING

Berlin, January 29.—(Via London.)—

last two days of his visit in Berlin to 
an intimate study of the situation here 
from the German vigwpoint, meeting a 
number ‘of the Jeading officials and 


business men. 

At a luncheon at the American em- 
bassy yesterday he conversed with Dr. 
W. 8S. Solf, secretary of state for the 
colonies, and Arthur von .Gwinner 
managing director of the Deutsche 
bank. Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
imperial chancellor, and Herr: von Ja- 
gow, the secretary for foreign affairs, 
dined at the embassy last night. 

At a luncheon today Colonel House 
met Dr. Alfred Zimmerman, under seo- 
retary for foreign affairs, and Dr. Wal- 
ter Rathenau, president of the General 
Electric company, 

Colonel House has seen a number of 
old acquaintances. They have assisted 
him to gather information which will 
enable him to give President Wilson 
the benefit of a comprehensive survey 
of conditions in Germany. 

Among the callers of Colonel House 
was David Wolff, ‘president of the 
American Chamber of Commerce of 
Berlin. The association, whose mem- 
bership includes* most Americans of 
long established business connections 
in Germany, is conducting a campaign 
for amelioration of blockade condi- 
tions. Mr. Wolff informed Colonel 
House the situation was approaching 
catastrophe for these men. His visit 
coincided almost precisely with the 
blockade speech of Sir Edward Grey, 
British foreign secretary, in the house 
of commons, Colonel House evidently 
was interested in Sir Bdward’s declar- 
ations, but asked ta be excused from 
commenting on them. postin 

Colonel House again Iet it be known 
that his European trip is in no sense 
& peace mission. He réquested the 
Associated Press to deny a report 
which has found its way here that his 
trip has something to do with. pros- 
pective changes in ambassadors. 

“There is no truth whatever in it,” 
he said. “In any case neither Presi- 
dent Horm rg | nor Secretary Lansing 
would ever have thought of entrusting 
such a mission to me, as I am on 
ticularly intimate terms with Am - 
sadors Page, Sharp and Gerard. Fur- 
thermore, I believe the American peo- 
ple owe a great debt of gratitude to 
their diplomatic répresentatives in the 
belligerent capitals for the work they 
have done for America during the war. 
They are working together and with 
the governments to which they are ac- 
credited in the most efficient manner 
and without the slightest friction, as 
far as can be. I have been visiting 
Europe for yéars.and never have 
known better work on the part of our 
embassies.” The colonel is receiving 
a large amount of mail from German 
letter writers, who are manifesting the 
greatest interest in his visit.

Dr. Hardman 
has run for office a number of 
times upon the prohibition plat- 
form. Governor Harris placed himself 
under lasting obligations to the prohi- 
bitionists when he included prohibition 
legislation in his call for the recent 
session of the extraordinary session of 
the general assembly. Thus it appears 
that the prohibition element seems ir- 
reparably split. 


MANY ARE CALLED, 
BUT FEW ANNOUNCE. 


That a third candidate would not 
take advantage of this seemed out of 
the’ question. Lending color to this 
theory, immediately after this situation 
developed a very substantial crop of 
prospective candidates for the govern- 
orship developed. : 

To date, however—and it has beén 
many weeks—not a single one of these 
candidates is any nearer a definite an- 
nouncement thahd before, and some ap- 
pear to be even further away. Only one 
candidate seems any nearer. 

During the last week there has de- 
veloped from certain sources in the 
state an interesting boom in favor of 
the candidacy of Representative W. 
H. Burwell, of Hancock county, 
speaker of the house. Mr. Burwell 
had been considered as a possibility. 
all along, but along toward the latter 
part of the extra session his stock 
began to weaken.and there were those 
prognosticators about the state who 
predicted that he would not be a can-| 
didate. Within the last week there 
have been persistent reports that.the 
speaker may run and there have been 
a number of newspaper stories to the 
same broad effect. Just how. much of 
this is talk and hoW much of it is 
“beating the bushes” to see what will 
happen cannot yet be stated -with any 
degree of certainty. It is likely that 
there is a fair division of both ‘ele-

Judge Charles H. Brand, of Athens, 
who was most certainly for a: time 
considering running for the governor- 
ship, has eliminated himself by his 
own statement.

That wish was on the lips and in the 
hearts of all true sons of the Emerald

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The visit here of William H. Crane 
with his all-star company brought: to 
the Atlanta three of the most repre- 
sentative audiences of the year. Their 
appreciation of every line of the play 
and every feature of the performance 
brought forth from Mr. Crane the state- 
ment that his Atlanta audiences were 
inspiring. “They missed nothing,” he 
said, “not even the subtle little points 
which mean so much to the actor, and 
are so often passed unnoticed by the 
audienee,”’ 

At. a luncheon given in hig’ honor 
‘by Colonel and Mrs. R, J, Lowry, Mr. 
Crane was delightful in hi® conversa- 
tion, which his hearers tried to center 
upon him, but which he persistently 
shifted to stories of his dear friend, 
Joe Jefferson, to his former associate, 
Stuart Robson, and to the distinguished 
comrades of bygone days. 

It was when Mr. Jefferson and Mr. 
Crane were starring together on one 
Sccasion that a play was written for 
Mr. Crane in which in the last act he 
had to die. He was reading the play; 
the managers and critics were discuss- 
ing it, and Mr. Jefferson became inter- 
tested to know the theme of the pro- 
duction. “William, I wish you .to read 
me that play,” asked Mr. Jefferson of 
Mr. Crane one afternoon. “I want to 
hear it read through and by you.” 

Mr. Crane granted the request, read- 
ing it carefully and discussing it point 
by point. When he came to the last 
act, Mr. Crane read it with the best of 
his ability and “died in it,” so that 
Mr. Jefferson could see the play as 
newrly as possible through the thor- 
ough reading of it. 

“No, William, I do not like the play. 
The public won't stand for it, either,” 
said Mr. Jefferson.| “There must be a 
happy ending, and not a death scene!” 

“But that would ruin@he play,” re- 
monstrated Mr. Crané. “It would 
destroy the theme and the 
purpose; I must die in the last act.” 

“No, William,” persisted the exponent 
of Rip Van Winkle, “you must not, Hen- 
ry Irving can interpret a play and die in 
the last. act, if he chooses. The people 
will let him; they know he is going to 
die some day. Richard Mansfield can 
select a play with a death scene in the 
last act, because the public want him 
to die. But, William, they won't stand 
for your death.” 

And Mr. Jefferson was right. The 
only play Mr. Crane has ever essayed 
with a déath scene concluding it, the 
American theatergoing people refused 
to accept

POWER IN 
THE MOVIES. 

Mr. Crane dves not belong to the 
element who would = deplore’ the 
“movies” as destructive necessarily to 
dramatic taste in audiences. He _ ac- 
cepts the fads and fancies which enter 
into popular taste in all departments of 
art. He believes rather that the ap- 
pearance of the good actor and actress 
in the movies, and in the legitimate 
drama adapted to the ‘movies, there 
wilh grow a. new interest in the so- 
called legitimate dramatic production, 
and that, having seen these plays 
without the spoken words, there will 
be the keen desire to hear the lines 
read and the voices of the speakers. 

He takes the optimistic view that the 
movies can reach and stir an interest 
‘in the drama and good plays, which 
nothing else has more generally done, 
‘and that in time the movies, will de- 
velop an interest to see and hear the 
best plays, and a demand for their in- 
cerpretation, by the best players. 

Here the observation was made by 
a member of the party: “Think. what 
it would mean if the announcement 
were made, ‘Mary Pickford will ap- 
pear in a one-act play in a local 
theater tomorrow!’ Would anybody 
stay away because they had seen Mary 
so often in the movies?’ 

Mr. Crane made his first appearance 
in Atlanta in 1871.

Of course Bernard Shaw's “Ann” does 
not wait for leap year.

She is still a little too strenuous 
in her methods for the woman of the 
present who does not choose too much 
social responsibility. And then Ann 
was clever—very clever—not bold and 
crude in her manner of pursuit, but 
winsome, and subtle, and very gentle 
and charming in manner! 

Good manners after all are so charm- 
ing. Nothing detracts more from 4 
woman, young or old, than indifference 
to the little expressions of character, 
nature and breeding one recognizes as

Georgia, though the most eminent men 
of the state, jurists, scholars, men of 
the highest type in other avocations; 
did urge that women be given the right 
accorded the women -of. nearly every 
other state of the union. 


MORE PROTECTION 
NEEDED. 


Far from being sorry for Officer 
Blank in his efforts to protect the 
community and society against femi- 
nine jay-walking, I do not feel at all 
sorry- for him. He represents that 
great half of the world who make the 
laws for his half and the ‘other half. 
The truth is there ought to be even 
more protection given women in this 
their period of early responsibility. 
The whole force of direction seems to 
extend toward the Man in the equipage 
and the public carrier. 

Pedestrians have to get along the 
best way they can. Men with their 
centuries of responsibility can get 
across the street better than women 
can. Until women get accustomed to 
the fact that chivalry is on the wane 
and that they may get, run over any 
minute and be held responsible for it, 
the officer at the corner is going to 
have a hard time.

His Lectures. 


It may seem trivial to repeat these 
comments now about one of the most 
distinguished scholars in America, one 
of the greatest students of the drama, 
one to whose little play The New York 
Times devoted a page of criticism last 
Sunday, and one who has been offered 
a ehair in every university of note in 
the country; yet I know of nothing 
more surely that Dr. Guthrie's lectures 
do than to “take one’s intellect hy the 
back of the neck and shake it up.” I 
know of no word which more emphatic- 
ally describes him than to say he is 
so dynamic, in all the meaning of the 


word. 

After his first lecture in Atlanta an 
organization was perfected to bring 
him in a course of lectures on ‘Racial 
Aspects of the World’s Great Dramas.”

Atlanta to the mast of stagnation? 
Somebody or some organization strong 


enotigh to lead the way in which Atlantans 


. will be glad to follow is needed to save the 
city from the effects of a system that is 
not only antiquated, but extravagant, waste- 
ful and inefficient. 

The city finance committee recently 
made a budget for 1916: The city council 
passed it. The mayor vetoed it, because it 
carried an excess of appropriations over rev- 
enues actually in sight—because, in other 
words, it anticipated. 

Under present conditions Atlanta must 
anticipate city revenue or go backward. 

Atlanta will never find a remedy for this 
condition until she adopts an administrative 
system which shall be. economically effi-

Atlanta needs a big bond issue now! 

There are imperative permanent. im- 
provements to be made in city institutions,

growth. If Atlanta fails to make them, she 
must fall behind. 

Af Atlanta had an ideuitatesiies system 
which held the confidence of the people 
this bond: issue would already have been 
adopted and the work would have been 
under way.

CREATING NEW LAND VALUES. 


: The Constitution tells the story else- 
where today of what is being accomplished 
under the néw drainage law of the state. 
It is a stofy which must attract the atten- 
tion ahd Mterest of the whole state, and 
particulafly of those counties which have 
water-soaked lands awaiting only relieffrom 
the overflow to put them in the front rank 
of production. | 

It is a peculiar fact that when the larg- 
est proportion of overflow and swamp land 
in this state is adjacent to. the coast it 
should have remained .for counties at thd 
foot of the Blue Ridge to make the first 
substantial and practical demonstration of 
the value of a voluntary drainage law which 
has been written upon the statute books 
for scarcely five years. 

The remarkable possibilities in the Geor- 
gia drainage law, imperfect ag it is,, are 
told in the first results obtained under its 
operation, The very first drainage district 
organized under the new law was known as 
‘the Haynes creek district of Gwinnett coun- 
ty,. this project having been promoted by 
Thomas A. Pate, former member of the leg- 
‘islature and a forceful advocate of the new 
drainage law when it was under considera- 
tion. In this project there were reclaimed 
700 acres of rich bottom land at a total 
cost of $13,000, or less than $20 an acre. 
As overflow land, it was’ practically worth- 
less; as reclaimed land, it has made in two 
years enough corn to pay. the price of 

reclamation, and today this land is worth 
‘anywhere from $100 to $200 an acre. Every 


the project was completed. has brought at 
least $100, and the owners have nearly ten 
years yet in which to pay for the cost of 
the work.

already.increased land values in that 
territory from $5 to $75 an acre. They are 
now forming another drainage district in 
Walton county, which will mean the recla- 
mation of 2,000 acres or more of fertile bot- 
tom lands, at a cost of less than $25 an 
acre, which, it is estimated, will be worth 
$100 or more when the work is completed. 

When the new drainage law wae first put 
into operation it aroused considerable oppo- 
sition. There were those who did not want 
to be taxed for the cost of reclamation, not- 
withstanding increased land values which 
would be given them. The law was fought 
in the courts and carried through, with the 
final. decision from the supreme court of 
the state that it is constitutional and must 
be carried out whenever its provisions are 
complied with. But the splendid results 
attained from its operations in Gwinnett and 
Walton counties have broken the backbone 
of opposition, and the people throughout 
that territory are now heartily in accord 
with it. 

They go even further than that and are 
ready and willing to advocate its amend- 
ment to the extent of strengthening it so 
that drainage project bonds may be readily 
sold in the market, where, under the present 
law, it is somewhat difficult ‘to place them. 

Georgia has approximately 500 square 
miles of overflow and swamp lands, which, 
if made available for cultivation, would be 
the richest and: most productive lands in 
the state. They have been fertilized by the 
water long standing upon them, and it is 
only necessary to get the water off to make 
them yield abundanfly. Their value con- 
sidered, the expense of reclaiming them is 
far less than that of clearing wooded land 
for cultivation. 

If the Georgia drainage law is. lacking 
in any particular, it should be strengthened 
at once, for it has already proven its ability 
to give the state its most valuable and most 
produstjes soil.

Im speaking of the overall situation, 
particularly as it is affected by the dye 
situation, Mr. Partridge, before leaving 
for Detroit, said: "age: 
~ “The history of the blue dye is such 
a popular shade that it is almost uni- 
versally consumed for dyeing the cloth 
used fog making that truly American 
outer garment—the overall—is a fas- 
cinating one. 

“Many years ago this royal blue cloth 
was only produced in a most ludicrous- 
ly primitive way by using Vegetable 
Indigo made from the plant of that 
name, growing almost exclusively in 
the vicinity of Kupah, India. 

“Most of us remember how our moth- 
ers used to tie a few chunks of this 
vegetable indigo, bought at the local 
grocers, im.a little bag of cloth and 
drop it into the tub of washed white 
clothes to Learn them the blue-white, 
which was deemed so precious to good

housewives. 

“For a time after phe 
cloth became so much in use, cotton 
mills tried to manufacture it with the 
vegetable indigo, but the demand could 
not be supplied with cloth dyed with 
dyes produced in.such a slow dnd te- 
dious manner. 

“And here the painstaking plodding 
thorough German came into the game— 
long noted for their mastery of chem- 
istry, they set about solving the prob- 
lem of producing chemically an indigo 
dye, the same as nature provided. 

“After the most deliberate and care- 
ful research work, a@ long series of ex- 
periments and great investment of cap- 
ital, which knows no defeat, nature’s 
mysterious creation was solved and an 
indigo blue dye synthetically produced 
that could not be told from the vege- 
table of nature except (and here was 
per rub—the fly in the ointment) the 
odor. 

“For years the trade had been taught 
to know the genuine indigo blue froni 
the spurious imitations by the peculiar 
pungent odor thé vegetable indigo had. 
Consequently, manufacturers at. first 
fought shy of the German synthetic 
substitute. ,

“The manufacturers were then fur- 
nished with a small phile of the odor 
with every-barrel of the synthetic indi- 
go of the German make they used.

It’s cultivation went into in-~ 
ocuous dessuetude, and this mono 
of the German genius was added 
long list of others they had.

Of course; any drainage district that\ 
wished to sell its. bonds easily and 
quickly to outside parties could go be- 
yond the provisions of the Georgia law 
and meet the requirements above men- | 
tioned; but it could only be done = by 
agreement of all the parties concerned, 
as the-law would not force any ob- 
jector to comply, and one. objector 
could block the obtaining of mone~j| 
from outside parties. This fault in ti. 
law will likely hold back large drain- 
age prdjects until it is remedied. — 

The law provides that the drainage 
bonds shall run for a period of twelve 
years. The first and second years the 
land rs pay only the interest on 
the bonds; thereafter for ten years 
they pay, each year the interest plus 10 
per cent of the bonded indebdtedness— 
clearing. the district of debt. and re- 
tiring the bonds in twelve years... The 
advantage of this provision is that the 
land owners have two years in: which 
to get the land under cultivation and 
make some real money on the venture 
before they begin to pay a cent on the 
debt. ‘The collection of the. interest and 
principal .is done by the regular tax | 
collector at tax collection time, and if 
the owner is slow in paying, the money 
is collected .in the same manner as 
taxes when. their .

The first drainage district. in Georgia 
to be organized under the. present, law 
was in 1912 in Gwinnett county, near 
Grayson, the home of Hon. .Thomas A. 
Pate, who was its:chief promoter... This 
project ._ was. ar the reclamation ~of 
about 700 acres of waste bottom lands 
extending for about sev n miles along. 
Haynes. creek. — 

Much Opposition to. First, ‘Project. © 

Being .the first. drainage project, it 
met with considerable opposition by 
the land owners in the proposed. dis- 
trict: Its cost when Gompleted was 
only $13,000, or a trifle under $20 per 
acre; yet there were plenty of mén. to 
argue that they did not pee, a to pay 
even that small sum to -r im land 
that was utterly worthless. ° 

The oppostion’ resulted in the’ matter 
getting into court, and it was. finally 
carried. to the supreme court of+Geor- 
gia on the contention ‘that the drainage’}’ 
law was unconstitutional. Mr. Pate, who 
was superintendent, and one of the com- 
missioners of the Haynes Creek project, 
‘aided by Colonel I. L. Oakes. of Law|” 
renceville, Ga. fought the case to the

The ‘success of the Haynes * creek 
project more than justified the predic-_ 
tions of Mr. Pate and: the other pro- 
moters..of the..improvement. - It. was 
completed in July,; 1913, .and- on the 
upper portion of the district several 
thousand bushels’ of corn “were raised 
that year. In 1914, the first” season 
after its completion, there . were 
raised on the reclaiméd: land over 
15,000 . bushels «of. corn, « and in 1915° 
something like 20,000 bushels of corn. 
Thus the cost. of reclaiming this hith- 
erto wotthless land was. more than 
paid by the.first two years’ corn crop; 
the land has jumped in price from noth-

What to Watch For During 
Baby’ s Teething Period 


. By Gertrude M. Myers. 
ABY’S teeth are usually quite a 
serious problem to the mother. 


Often they come in without the 
slightest signs of trouble, and, some- 


times the most alarming symptoms 
are seen. Fever, loss of appetite, 
vomiting, with a great amount of fret- 
ting day and night, are ‘common 
symptoms. - 
" There are often abnormal conditions 
attributed to teething that have no 
connection with it, as a great many 
times impreper feeding and indiges- 
tion are the common causes of the dis- 
turbance. If there is any trouble at 
all when the teeth first begin to make 
. thelr appearance it is well to consult 
& physician to make sure of the real 
cause. 

There are twenty teeth in the first 
set. These begin to come usually from 
the fifth to the ninth month. The 
firat that make their appearance are 
the two lower ones, then the four 
upper ones, which come usually from 
the eighth to the twelfth month. Then 
the four come ny known as 
the “eye teeth” abdVe and the “ 
ach teeth” below between the om 
eenth and thé twenty-foufth month. 
The four back double teeth come usu- 
ally any time after the others are 
through, the set being nearly always 
complete in the thirtieth month.

Very 
often the healthiest children are the 
slowest to teethe. This may be dua to 
family traits. Some teethe very early 
and others later. Sickly children are 
apt to be slow teethers. 

Greatest care should be taken of 


the first set of teeth. They should ° 


be carefully brushed at least twice 
a day and whenever a cavity is dis- 
covered it should be filled immedi- 
ately. The process used is very sim- 
ple; a silver filling being put in with- 
out any discomfort to the child. If 
the cavities are allowed to remain, 
there is danger of abscess and a great 
déal of pain. In most of these cases 
the children suffer from toothache, 
for the parents have failed to take 
proper care of the teeth. 

The first set usually begins to be- 
come loose and fall out in the fifth 
year. They begin in front, and when 
one begins to get loose it is caused 
by the second tooth pushing it out, 
so that it may come in. A very loose 
tooth should always be pulled, as 
there is danger of a child swallowing 


it while asleep.

EVER in the history of the
